SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled 10inside.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication promotes and supports the exploitation of 
children for sexual purposes. 

The publication is a computer image file containing a colour photograph. It depicts a 
girl having vaginal intercourse with an older male. The girl is on top of and facing away 
from the man, her naked body (including genitals) is the central focus of the image. 

The girl is probably aged between ten and eleven. The male's age is more difficult to 
discern, as his body is largely obscured by the camera. However, he is probably in his 
mid to late teens. 

The sexually explicit nature of the image, with clear focus on the subjects' genitals, 
indicates the purpose of the image is to titillate the viewer. The publication promotes 
and supports the sexual exploitation of children as it advances the notion that children 
are suitable subjects for adult sexual arousal. 

This publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Section 3(2) is a deeming provision 
that is inconsistent with and overrides the right to freedom of expression set out in si 4 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
